It is illegal to discriminate in the sale or
rental of housing including against
individuals seeking a mortgage or
housing assistance or in other housing
related activities. The Fair Housing Act
prohibits this discrimination because of
race, color, national origin, religion, sex,
familial status and disability.

What's housing 

discrimination? Everyone! Under the context that you fall
within a protected class. Federal
protected classes include race, color,
national origin, religion, sex, disability, and
familial status. Maryland State protected
classes include marital status, sexual
orientation, and gender identity. Baltimore
City protected classes include age (18+),
ancestry, and source of income. 

Who's protected?

The Fair Housing Act, as amended,
Article 20 of the Annotated Code of
Maryland, and Article 4 of the
Baltimore City Code. These federal,
state, and local laws guarantee the
right to fair housing choice.
